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I have never understood the 


logic of those who oppose the 
death penalty for a convicted 
murderer. 


And apparently many feel as 


I do. On Nov. 7 the voters of 
California, in defiance of a U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling against 
the death penalty, upheld it by 
two to one. 


What disturbs me in the 


Supreme Court decision is that 
it seems to be disruptive of 
justice, the public peace, and 
good government. In civilised 
nations the right to seek per- 
sonal vengeance against the 
slayer of one of your clan is 
forbidden, because government 
has taken on the task of seeing 
justice is done. This is the main 
difference between the bar- 
barous and the civilised land. 


But if one close to you is slain 


under 
inexcusable cir- 


cumstances and the kilter Is 
duly convicted yet escapes the 
death penalty, what possible 
effect can such a contradiction 
have but to weaken the 
bereaved family of its con- 
fidence in Justice and in 
government ? 


In view of the constitutional 


contract between citisen and 
state I do not see how either a 
legislature or the Congress, or 
the Supreme Court, has the 
moral right to abridge the 
natural code of vengeance for 
murder. 


"An eye for an eye, and a 


tooth for a tooth," is the oldest 
of proverbs. Any government 
which tries to spell it differently 
is courting loss of public con- 
fidence and that ultimate 
disaster which has befallen 
every government in the 
history of the world. 


The election happened to be 


held in California. 


But the result, I believe, 


would have been the same in 
any other state. 


Death comes to every man. 


But human dignity demands 
that if the manner of his going is 
an outrage then vengeance will 
be executed by the state. 


For government to act 


otherwise is an invitation to 
citizens to return to the per- 
sonal law of the Jungte-in 
which event the twilight of 
dissolution would settle upon 
our civilisation.

The five antiwar activists 


who were convicted two years 
ago of inciting the rioting were 
David T. DsUinger, 5»; Ren- 
natd C. "Reroiie" Davw, 32; 
Abbot "Abbie 
IJofftnan, 33; 


Jerry C. Rubin, 3d; and Thom- 
as E. Hayden, 32. 


They were sentenced to five 


years in prison and fined 65,000 
each. 
. . 
But the appeals court ruled 


that their constitutional rights 
may have been violated in the 


bitter four-month trial before 
U.S. District Court Judge Julius 
J.Hoffman. 


The appeals court ruled that 


the government could retry the 
defendants. But it added: 
"There is evidence in the 
record, which, if believed, and 
inferences favorable to the de- 
fendants drawn, would lead a 
jury to acquit." 


Two other defendant* in the 


case, Lee Weiner, 33, and John 
R. Froines, 32, were acquitted 
by the Jury. All of the seven 
were acquitted of conspiring to 
incite the rioting. 
An eighth defendant, Black 


Panther leader Bobby Scale, 
was severed from the case be- 
cause of outbursts in the court- 
room and the government de- 
clined to bring him to trial 
again. 
The defense contended from 


the start that no conspiracy 
was involved. Abbie Hoffman 
often remarked, "How could we 


conspire to do anything? We 
couldn't even agree on lunch." 


The trial began Sept. 24,1009.

Kunstler and the obscenities 
and comedies staged by the de- 
fendants. 


By Feb. 16.1070, the Jury of 


10 women and two men — 
weary of the long trial during 
which they had been seques- 
tered in a Chicago hotel - con- 
victed the five men of actually 
inciting rioting. 


Judge Hoffman immediately 


passed sentence. A few. days 
before, after the jury had been 
sent to deliberate, he had im- 
posed contempt sentences on 
ail the defendants and their 
lawyers. 


Those citations were set aside 


earlier this year by the federal 
appeals court and the govern- 
ment says it plans to bring the 
nine men to trial on.

2-year budget approval is 
asked by state department 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Legislative Council 
was asked Tuesday by the state 
Department of Correction to 
approve a budget of $3,611,721 
in state general revenues for 
the first year of the next bien- 
nium and 14,022,969 in the sec- 
ond year. 


The department also asked 


for .special revenue appropria- 
tions of $1,509,971 and $1,600,929 
for the prison farming oper- 
ations and $1.511,907 and ft,- 
«7J84 tar a new prtaon in- 
dustry program. These pro- 
grams are intended to be self- 
supporting, so they wouldn't re- 
ceive general revenue funds. 


The department also asked 


for authority to spend $797,468 
in federal funds in the 1973-74 
fiscal year and $$90,171 in the 
1974-75 fiscal year. 


This year, the department 


has a budget of $2,719,920 in 


general revenue, $1,517,596 in 
special revenue and $739,010 in 
federal funds. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers had rec- 


ommended $3,760,833 in the 
first year for the department 
i>nd $4.064,117 in the second.

Terrell Don Hutto said moat of 
the proposed increase in the 
budget resulted from plans to 
add employes and raise sala- 
ries. 


The department proposes hir- 


ing 68 new employes, including 
42 guards. Hutto said this 
would allow elimination of the 
armed trusty system.

Hutto said the prison farming 


operation was expected not 
only to be self-supporting in the

Hutto said. He said the budget 
figures for the program were 
rough estimates.

Later 
I read that gallstones are 
composed in part of lecithin, 
I looked the word up in the 
dictionary and found the de- 
scription the yolk of an egg, 
a 
nitrogenous 
fatty sub- 


stance found in nerve tissue, 
blood, milk, egg yolk, and 
some vegetables." 


My sister and I have been 


watching our cholesterol and 
avoiding foods that would 
raise the count. Ours are 
both high. I looked up the 
definition of the word choles- 
terol and it sounds much like 
lecithin. 
Our 
problem 
is 


whether we should continue 
taking these or not. We have 
a family history of hardening 
of the arteries and were un- 
der 
the impression after 


reading articles that lecithin 
was Valuable for this' condi- 
tion as well as many heart 
problems. We are 58 and 60 
years old. 
, Dear Reader - Unfortu- 
nately, the experiments done 
by reputable scientists trying 
to use lecithin -'io lower 
cholesterol or p r e v e n t 
atheresclerosis have proved 
that it has no value in this 
regard. At the same time in 
limited amounts it 
won't 


cause any harm. It is not the 
same thing as cholesterol. It 
combines some of the fatty 
particles in the blood to help 
form a related fat particle 
w h i c h some scientists 
thought would prevent the 
fatty particles from deposit- 
ing in the arteries. Unfortu- 
nately, this hasn't proved to 
be the case. I don't believe it 
will contribute to gallstones 
either. 


Dear Dr, Lamb — I have 


heard it mentioned that X 
ray 
treatments might be 


beneficial to prevent attacks 
or decreasing the severity of 
attacks of arthritis or osteo- 
arthritis. Please give your 
valued opinion on this com- 
ment. 


Dear Reader — There is 


no evidence whatever that X 
ray treatment will help arth- 
ritis or osteoarthritis. There 
is an inexhaustible list of 
things that have been recom- 
mended as cures for arth- 
ritis. It is safe to say that 
most of those that are recom- 
mended, particularly if they 
are advertised, are worth- 
less, and in some instances 
downright frauds. The quack 
medicines foisted on the pub- 
lic for treatment of arthritis 
are astonishing. You will not 
find these kinds of recom- 
mendations being made by 
reputable physicians. 


There are a number of 


medicines which are helpful 
in the treatment of arthritis 
but they don't offer cures. 
The rheumatoid or inflam- 
matory 
type of arthritis 


sometimes subsides on its 
own and some medicines ap- 
pear to help to control or 
slow the process. 


Osteoarthritis is the result 


of wear and tear most often 
associated with increasing 
age and while pain relievers 
are useful for it, they won't 
cure the process. 


Everyone who has arth- 


ritis deserves a careful med- 
ical evaluation by his family 
doctor and should try to fol- 
low his advice. There is no 
sure cure for arthritis at this 
writing, and none seem like- 
ly in the near future.

South's three-diamond call 


was a reverse bid in spite of 
the fact that he had bid his 
suits in order. The order it- 
self does not constitute a 
reverse bid. It is when you 
shut out the lowest bid of 
your suit that you are re- 
versing. 


With a minimum or near 


minimum 
opening, South 


would have Just rebid two 
spades. His hand was strong 
enough to get higher. 


This three-level reverse is 


actually a game force, since 
the two-over-one response 
has guaranteed at least 10 
points. 


Since this reverse was a 


game force, North was able 
to rebid to three spades 
only. South continued to four 
and North showed his desire 
to get to a slam by cue bid- 
ding five clubs. South liked 
the slam idea and accepted 
the invitation by bidding five 
hearts, 
whereupon 
North 


went to slam. 


Almost any reasonable 


line of play would bring the 
slam home but South took 
the best one from a percent- 
age standpoint. 


He won the club in dum- 


my; played the queen of 
trumps to see if trumps 
would break better than 5-0. 


After both opponents fol- 


lowed he led a diamond to 
his ace and a second back 
toward dummy. This insured 
the contract if diamonds 
broke 4-2 and kept several 
options open in case they 
divided 5-1. 


Actually they broke 4-2 


and it was all over but writ- 
ing down the score.
